night of the robbery and mur- 
der. 
Her skull was badly 


scarred and her left arm was 
fractured in two places by the 
robbers who tied her arms be- 
hind her so tightly that the 
arm was broken. 


She was taken to the Yinger 


home immediately after the 
dastardly robbery and mur- 
der and remained there until 
her death. 


TO LIE BESIDE K1X 


Miss Kidney will be interred 


in the Hebron cemetery be- 
side her late brother. E. T. 
Snyder of Mt. Sterling, 
has 


charge of the burial service. 


The deceased woman was 


the state's principal witness 
In the trials which led 
four 


men, three colored and one 
white, to the electric chair at 
Ohio penitentiary and sent two 
negroes to the 'Big House' for 
life. She was the only eye- 
witness to the ransacking of 
her 
farm-home 
after 
her 


brother had been clubbed by a 
giant negro twice as large as 
he. She remembered the men 
coming through the 
front 


door of her home in the early 
morning and how she was 
unable to defend herself—hav- 
ing been an Invalid for six 
years, sitting in a chair while 
her brother did oil the work 
about the house and waited on 
her hand and foot. She told 
four Pickaway-co juries what 
she knew of the murder and

testimony 
alone 
was 


enough to convict all of them. 


Sarah Kidney carried her 


memory of that fatal night to 
her grave.
